leaders representing their interests. 


The factional line up includes Gov- 
cnitif Sproul 
and Senator Crowe 
on 
the one side with George S. Oliver, of 
Pittsburgh, and Joseph R. Grundy on 
the other. 
Bills the Sproul adminis­ 
tration favored include those creating 
a state departm ent of welfare, and re­ 
peal of the non-partisan election 
laws 
for Pittsburgh and Scranton.

MOVING EQ U IPM EN T 


Building Owned By Dr. Markle) Be­ 


ing Torn Down. 


With the tearing down of the old, 
one-story building adjoining the resi­ 
dence of Dr. 
F. IL 
Markley, York 
street, there passes one of structures 
of the town well known years ago. Dr. 
Markley will build a porch to his house 
which will extend over the property 
occupied now bv the old building. 
Y ears ago the building 
was tho 
playhouse of the town. 
Its seating 
capacity was small, hut it was a pop­ 
ular place for local entertainm ents. 
1 It w'as later used as a planing mill 
; and much of the lumber used in the 
construction of G ettysburg houses was 
I sawed in the building. 
Since that time 
it has been used for various purposes. 


Determined to clear up the m ystery 
surrounding the death of Daniel Rupp, 
E. S. A., former student at College 
and business man of G ettysburg, the 
United States Grand Ju ry will begin 
an investigation next Monday, says a 
special dispatch from Norfolk, V ir­ 
ginia. 
Mrs. Hupp, the young wife of 
the dead 
officer; 
Colonel Hensley, 
commanding officer of Langley Field, 
and other officers have Ireen orderer! 
to appear before the jury in Norfolk. 
That Rupp’s death was not by his 
own hand has been the belief of m em­ 
bers of his family, who reside in York, 
and friends of the officer at Hampton 
and Langley Field. 
Efforts on th** part of Army au tho r­ 
ities to conceal certain circumstances 
preceeding the tragedy first gave rise 
to tho suspicion that the whole story 
of the officer’s ending his life had not 
been made public. 
The officer, who had been the cen­ 
ter of sensational happenings at the 
air service post, died of carbolic acid 
poisoning a month or more after he 
had admitted responsibility for an a t ­ 
tack on his wife in their quarrels. 
Rupp's Relatives Di-satisfied 
For a month or more agents of the 
D epartment (»f Justice have Wen in­ 
vestigating the death of the officer. 
Relatives of the dead man were dis­ 
satisfied 
with the 
findings 
o f the 
Army W ard of inquiry, which 
held 
that Rupp had died from 
"carbolic 
acid, accidentally.’’ 
A t the request of one of 
Rupp's 
brothers, the 
departm ent 
assigned 
several 
Secret Service 
men to the 
case, and it is assumed th at sufficient 
evidence has been unearthed to ju s ­ 
tify presenting the case to the Fed­ 
eral grand jury. 
Acting District A ttorney D. Law ­ 
rence Groner Monday said tin t w it­ 
nesses having knowledge of the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding the officer's 
death will 
la* nut before 
the grand 
jury. 
According to m eagre inform ation 
given out bv the A rm y authorities 
concerning the officer's death, he was 
found lying un the floor of his bed­ 
room 
unconscious at 11 
o clock at 
night by Mrs. Rupp. 
She had only 
returned to the post the day before. 
Burns about the mouth indicated th at 
he had swallowed some 
poison p re­ 
sumably carbolic acid. 
Later a greasy coat, covered with 
carbolic acid, was found in the q u a r­ 
ter*, but there had been so much de-

Four days and four hours after he 
left 
Gettysburg 
in the 
vigor of 
young manhood, C larence R. Collins 
arrived 
here this 
morning a t 19.20 
o’clock—a corpse. 
In the presence of about one hun­ 
dred morbidly curious spectators a s­ 
sembled at the Philadelphia and Head­ 
ing railroad station for a glimpse of 
the proceedings, the casket was low­ 
ered from 
tilt* baggage 
ear to the 
hearse 
of the G arbo h 
undertaking 
establishment. 
This crowd was only 
about 
one-third, 
however, 
of 
that 
which assembled at the Heading de­ 
pot Monday night at 7.10 o’clock with 
the expectation of seeing both caskets 
whieh were expected by some to reach 
here at that time. 


John C. Sheller, who brought the 
body to G ettysburg from Bellefonte 
where the youth w as executed early 
Monday morning fur the m urder of 
George J . Bushman, directed his help­ 
ers assisted 
by Solomon 
Allison, of 
Fairfield. 


It was at first announced at the s ta ­ 
tion that the laxly of Reinecker would 
be held over in H arrisburg in view of 
the fact that there was only one hearse 
here to accommodate the two caskets 
Contrary to the general impression, 
however, the body of Reinecker was 
on the train also. 


\) hen the 
casket had 
linen taken 
from the rough liox and placed in tin* 
hearse, Mr. Shoaler proceeded through 
G ettysburg 
and out the 
Baltimore 
'pike to St. Marks Reformed Church 
located 
about one mile 
and a half 
south o f here. 
There in the presence 
of the 
relatives and 
friends of the 
dead youth, the funeral services were 
conducted 
by Dr. 
Joseph B. Baker, 
pastor of St. Jam es Lutheran Church 
who was ( elfins’ spiritual adviser up 
to the time of his death, and Rev. Paul 
R.Pontius, pastor of Trinity Reformed 
Church of which St. M irks was at one 
I time * sub-charge. 


Following tin* services in the church 
the body was lowered into a grave in 
the adjoining cemetery. 


I he funeral services of Reinecker, 
who will be buried in Fvergr»*en ceme­ 
tery late this afternoon, will also be in 
charge of Dr. Baker. 
Rev. H arry Daniels, Methodist pas­ 
tor who acted as Rcinecker’s spiritual 
adviser during tin* confinement in jail 
here, was ar-ked to assist. 
He was un­ 
able to accept the invitation however, 
as In* went to H untington to deliver 
an a d d r e s s to a P. ().

According to the story of the 
prosecutrix, she was 
tired of having 
ber husband loafing around her farm 
and doing nothing so she took steps 
to get rid of him. 
After consulting 
an attorney in Gettysburg on that day, 
Mrs. Flickinger, who incidentally has 
lived with her husband for thirty six 
years journeyed back to the farm and 
ordered her husband to leave her farm 
and take his stock with him. 
As the 
title 
to the property is in 
the w ife’s 
name she informed her husband that 
he had no right there if he refused to 
w ork.

the most important event in the his­ 
tory of the church had been caused! 
by the inability to secure earlier a 
speaker whom it was felt sure the 
audience would appreciate. 
Dr. Wentz 
is comparatively a young man and 
his scholarly ability and splendid elo- 
qu nee wo*re? no less striking than 
iii' magnetic presence. 
“These three elements in the pre­ 
sentation of his subject, “ The Dec- 
laration of Independence 1321,.” com­ 
manded the attention of his audience 
and he at once attracted and held 
their attention throughout his bril­ 
liant address. 


“ Dr. Wentz declared as an introduc­ 
tion 
to his subject 
that there 
are 
three outstanding events which mark 
the history of the world—the crea­ 
tion of human beings by the hand 
of God, the incarnation of the Son 
of God as the Saviour of the world, 
and the third was the masterly stand 
»f the German monk in 1321 for r e ­ 
ligious and civil liberty. 
The speaker 
declared that 
Luther 
was a deeply 
religious man and while both social 
and political movements profited by 
his work as a religious reformer \l*t 
k,* had directed his efforts altogether 
to the 
correction of 
ecclesiastical 
abuses of tho time. 


Luther’s Solid Foundations 


“The strongest points of the a d ­ 
dress were directed to the proposition 
that the 
declaration of 
Luther at 
W orms laid the foundation for indi­ 
vidual freedom and civil liberty. 


Afflicted With Near Ideals 


“ Dr. Wentz briefly traced a p a ra l­ 
lel between the conditions that pre- 
coded Christ’s advent into tin* world 
and the conditions that prevailed be­ 
fore the 
16th century 
reformation 
and the similarity of the message of 
Christ and that of Luther. 
In each 
case 
the 
world 
wras 
afflicted 
with 
near ideals and a far away God, and 
what was needed was an emphasis 
on the truth that God is a spirit and 
they who worship Him must worship 


Him in spirit and in truth. 
He stated very briefly the events 
leading up to the great crisis in 1321. 
“ Before the diet met at Worms there 
was a combination of authority that 
every one thought to be immovable; 
it was the combination of pope*, coun­ 
cil and emperor. 
But since that diet 
we all know that there is a force in 
the world 
that 
is absolutely 
irre­ 
sistible; it is the trinity of Scripture, 
conscience and 
reason. 
In 
Martin 
Luther th at 
Irresistible force found 
a mouthpiece and at Worms it spoke 
the word that dissipated forever that 
cdd trinity of 
mediaeval stagnation 
and called the modern world into be­ 
ing.” 
“ Henceforth religion is no longer 
a tedious and fearsome complex of 
external means and mediators, bind­ 
ing the piety of believers to acts and 
ceremonies, places and buildings, cus­
